Public .service as rendered by the 
newspapers of the state reached a 
new record high during the recent 
flood period, Mr. Hardy said in his 
address 
on 
‘ News 
behind 
the * 
Floods.” 
About 30 newspapers in the h ard ­ 
h it areas count their dam age a t 
approxim ately $10,000,000, Mr. Hardy 
said. But in spite of this fact en­ 
tire working forces from publishers 
to printers’ devil put all their re­ 
sources into relief problems. 
Mr. Hardy stated th a t m any of 
the publishers, editors, and report- j 
ere in the troubled zones went for 
hours without food or rest in order I 
th a t they might render sp**cial aid 
to their stricken communties. 
Airplanes and boats were used by j 
the newspapers to get the news, to I 
bring medical supplies and to rescue ; 
endangered 
citizens, 
the 
speaker I 
reported 
Mr. Hardy said it was necessary i 
for several newspapers to shut down j 
th eir plants because of the w ater | 
dam age and the fact that there was 
no power. He also said that tons o f j 
new sprint were washed away. 
•’Get the New*” 
“The first problem of the press 
was to get news of the Hoods to 
th eir readers,” Mr Hardy explained. 
“T his was difficult in cities where 
it was impossible to operate presses. 
Trouble was encountered in chec k­ 
ing reports of loss of life, 
Rumor 
ran riot when the presses ceased to 
tu rn and as the crises taxed the 
nerves of entire populations. There 
%-re many stories in some of the 
inundated cities of bodies sighted in 
turbulent streams. Seemingly, they 
were factual recitals by eye w it­ 
nesses, but veteran newspapermen, 
sensing the possibility of error, in ­ 
sisted on a careful check w ith the 
result tliat the 'scores of bodies’ 
proved to be clothing models and 
dum m ies which Imd been washed 
from 
stores, 
frequently 
f u l l y 
clothed.” 
Mr. Hardy explained how the press I Emma 
services sent out order after order 
to penetrate the virtual walls of si­ 
lence th at surrounded the Inun­ 
dated areas. “This was particularly 
true in Williamsport,” he said. "For 
hours, it had been impossible to get 
an accurate story of what had tra n ­ 
spired there.

School Budget 
For Next Term 
Mag Be Higher 


G ettysburg’s public schools will be 
operated, during the 1936-37 school 
term, a t a cost of less than $300 
more than the current term, accord­ 
ing to the estimated budget pre­ 
sented to school board members at 
the April meeting. Wednesday eve­ 
ning by Superintendent of Schools 
Lloyd C. Keefauver. 
In ini elaborate set-up, covering 
every item, down to the penny, 
which the board will be confronted 
with in the next school term, Mr. 
Keefauver offered, for the thirty- 
day consideration of the board, his 
suggested budget in four typewritten 
pages of every departm ent of the 
school system. 
In a condensed break-down of t he 
estim ated budget. Mr. Keefauver's 
detailed budget plan compares a n ­ 
ticipated figures for 1936-37 with 
those of the 1935-36 term and the 
1934-35 school year. 
The break-down shows Hie fol­ 
lowing items: 
Balance on hand in July $7 681.86; 
the current property tax item is 
omitted, pending the fixing of the 
school tax rate for next year; cur­ 
rent per capita tax, $5,800; delin­ 
quent tax. $2,430 (covering a three 
year averager, state appropriation. 
$26,400 and tuition $16,500; interest, 
tem porary loans and bond sales are 
left blank and "all other sources," 
the federal g ran t for the high school 
addition, $42,750. 
This summarizes 
to a total of $101,561 86, minus the 
property tax item which would bt* 
slightly more than $40,000. 
General control $6,412; instruc­ 
tion, $69,885; auxiliary agencies and 
co-ordinate activities, $3,700; opera­ 
tion of school plant. $8,565 (which 
includes an extra janitor); m ainte­ 
nance of school plant, $4,000; fixed 
charges*, $3,100; debt service, $4,234 
and capital outlay, $46,000. This to­ 
tals $145,896. 
Com flared with the $145,632 ex­ 
penses for the current term. Mr. 
Keefauver's 
estimated budget for 
next year is only $274 more.

ed this old prayer of St. Francis of 
Assisi in his death house cell Tues­ 
day morning. Learned it and said it 
over and over thankfully. 
“ I was to see him.” explained Rev. 
John Matthiesen, pastor of the G* r- 
man Lutheran Church of Trenton, 
who has been Hauptmann’s spiritual 
adviser since his conviction. 
“ Bruno found it hard to pray,” 
explained the clergyman. “He could 
not make the words come. 
“Then I told him the story of St. 
Francis of Assisi, of how very hard 
it was for him to pray. Finally, St. 
Francis dropped to his knees and 
repeated over and over and over 
again: ‘God. God, God, God, God, 
God . . .’ many times. 
“ I stood in Bruno’s cell. 
He sat 
in the little chair looking up at me. 
Finally, his lips moved and he be­ 
gan to say ‘God, God, God, God, 
God . . .’ 
“ He said, ’I will remember that’ 
and he thanked me.” 
Mr, Matthiesen spent an hour 
with Hauptmann in the late morn­ 
ing and said that the prisoner still 
insisted upon his innocence. 
In the afternoon the condemned 
man was visited by Rev. D G. Wer­ 


ner, pastor of 
the 
Seventh Day 
Adventist church in the Bronx, New 
York, which Hauptmann and his 
wife formerly attended. 
Mr. Werner arrived at the prison 
at 2:30 p. rn. and left two hours 
later. 
“I was with Bruno Hauptmann 
most of the time,’’ he said. “ He said 
he tells the truth and that he will 
stand on his story. Hauptmann said 
he 
was 
innocent 
and hoped he 
would not die.” 
The clergyman added he left a 
prayer book in the Hauptmann tell, 
but that they did not pray together.

Dr. H. B. Nixon Taken by Death: 
Dr. Henry B. Nixon, for the past 
twenty-six years professor of m ath­ 
ematics and astronomy at Gettys­ 
burg College, died at his home on 
Carlisle street on Thursday morn­ 
ing alter an illness of three months 
from paralysis 
and complications. 
He was aged 58 years. 
Dr. Nixon was one of the most 
popular men who ever held a pro­ 
fessorship 
at Gettysburg College.

^LA U BER T speaks of Shakespeare as “something tremendous,” and 
says “he was not a man but a continent; there were great men in 
him, whole crowds, countries.”

What shades of hero does he 
possess? How many atoms of Napoleons, Lincolns, Mozarts, Michelangelos, 
Hugos, or Pasteurs bubble in his silent frame?
